The acoustic properties of the Hall are good, and we would commend 
it as available for many entertainments, which improve and elevate 
the social standard of any community, and come within the objects 
which Mr. Peabody designed that this foundation should foster. 

We invite the citizens of our own and neighboring towns to patronize 
it when possible. 


The work of improvement has been accomplished within the amount 
appropriated, and the committee who had the matter in charge have met 
frequently and given much of their time and thought to secure the best 
results within the $2700 appropriated. 

The committee examined and compared several samples of seats, and 
after selecting that which they thought best, secured some minor im- 
provements to be made in it. 


The committee consisted of Messrs. George F. Osgood, George J. 
Winchester and George H. Poor, who deserves the thanks cf the 
Trustees and the citizens for their good work. 

Two other prominent improvements will probably be realized during 
the coming year, which will be of much value to the administration of 
the library work. A case for the card catalogue of the library, which 
will both assist in the delivery of books, and further systematize and 
simplify the work of selecting books. Shelving must also keep pace 
with the books added. 

As our town increases in population, and more people come from 
greater distances to secure this reading matter, every aid to the quicker 
handling of the books that can be reasonably afforded is essential.

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In Lynn the circulation this year (reported in a late Sunday Globe) 
was 109,762, with a population in 1885 of 45,861. Our population in 
1885 was 9,530, and for our circulation to equal that of the Lynn Lib 
rary, we should have 22,871 instead of 26,450. 

In the Reports of the Libraries for 1884 or 1885, taking the latest re- 
ceived (although they were printed in the following year), of the cities 
and towns of Taunton, Watertown, Danvers, Brookline, Natick, Fall 
River, Lawrence and Worcester, it seems that the number of the books 
delivered in one year is 2 23-100 volumes for each inhabitant, and in 
Peabody is p 77-100 volumes for each inhabitant. This calculation is 
founded on the State census of 1885.
